One  system  is  the  antithesis  of  - 
the  other.  Most  Socialists  say  candidly  that 
ihcy  aim  at  taking  over  all  private  enterprise: 
realizing  that  only  by  so  doing  could  public 
ownership  ever  be  made  to  appear  even  su- 
perficially efficient — and  that  in  the  absence 
of  all  private  comparison 

Hall  Socialism  is  a straight  contradiction 
* in  terms.  A Socialist  state  could  no  more 
leave  ' the  little  man  " in  business  lor  him 
■elf,  than  it  could  afford  to  absolve  him 
from  levies  needed  to  keep  state  enterprises 
going  out  of  tax  funds.  That  is  why.  for 
instance,  that  Socialism  could  never  be  ap- 
plied successfully  to  bnr  part  of  a land  and 
nni  ir»  rhe  whole  of  it.  It  must  be  national 
in  scope,  or  nothing  Fveryonr  with  ordi- 
nary powers  of  reasoning  can  work  that  out 
for  himself. 

Most  Socialists  are  quite  frank  about  it. 
They  say  that  the  state  they  have  in  mind 
would  be  an  all  powerful  one.  brooking  no  j 
opposition  I hey  may,  pay  lip-service  to  i 
Parliament,  but  their  eyes  are  on  the  execu-  i 
five  function  in  governance,  the  ordering  end 
“Workers  and  farmers."  they  sometimes  sav. 
would  do  the  ordering,  and  the  rest  of  the 
people  the  obeying  And  that  makes  some  | 
sense,  if  one  believes  in  a totalitarian  state,  j 
If  one  docs  not.  however'.  Socialism  is  not  the 
remedy. 

Nol  Brave 

I he  world  may  accept,  provisionally  until 
full  conclusion  can  be  reached,  the  Russian 
account  ctf  what  would  seem  to  be  the  death 
of  Hitler  from  poison  in  the  ruins  of  Berlin 
A charred  body  found  there  in  company  with 
those  of  Cioebbcls  and  others  is  being  exam- 
ined to  see  if  exact  identification  can  be  es- 
tablished. Provisional  identification  has  been 
announced,  after  an  examination  of  the  teeth, 
which  may  yet  become  conclusive  1 he  sal- 
ient fact,  however,  is  that  death  came  through 
poisoning  This  self-styled  front-line  sol- 
dier would  appear  to  have  died  like  a rat  in 
a cellar,  deep  below  ground,  while  others 
fought  for  the  empire  he  boasted  before  the 
world. 

It  will  mean  muvh  if  it  can  be  established 
successfully,  beyond  all  question  of  doubt, 
that  Hitler  is  dead  and  that  there  is  the  body 
to  show  for  it.  It  should  bo  possible  through 
the  man  s dentists,  at  various  times  through- 
out hfe,  to  establish  whether  or  not  the  re- 
mains arc  those  of  the  Nazi  leader.  I hat 
method  has  been  used  extensively  in  oth^  in- 
stances. and  it  is  based  upon  the  extreme  indi- 
viduality of  the  human  mouth  Probablv 
no  two  sets  of  natural  teeth  in  thr  world  are 
alike;  and  even  after  they  are  removed  oral 
measurements  are  distinctive  and  nol  easily 
duplicated  So.  in  time,  the  Berlin  remains 
may  be  identified  wholly,  one  way  or  the 
other. 

The  poison,  interject*  another  clement.  If 
this  is  really  Mitterrand  it  would  seem  proba- 
ble. did  he  die  at  the  hands  of  his  Nazi 
’ friends.”  or  through  his  own  action  like 
Himmler?  In  short,  was  he  executed,  or  did 
he  himself  ebpow  the  coward  s way  out, 
rather  than  face  trial  before  the  \\orld  ' I here 
has  been  a good  deal  of  propaganda  leading 
to  the  former  conclusion,  but  it  has  been 
mostly  German  l ither  way.  if  this  is  Hit- 
ler. he  did  not  die  leading  the  defence  ol  Ber- 
lin but  caged  like  a rat  in  an  underground 
funk  hole.
